City may save 
BMO building 

O Bank of Montreal building ‘marks 
beginning of downtown Edmonton as we 
know it today’: Edmonton Historical Board 


It has histoiy, just not the official 
status to prove it — yet. 

The original Bank of Montreal, 
built in 1963 on the comer of Jasper 
Avenue and 101 Street, is sched¬ 
uled for demolition, but the city 
may be able to save it. 

“(Tm) hoping we can stay the 
execution of the building,” said 
Coun. Jane Batty. 

A report headed for committee 
Wednesday says heritage planners 
believe the building is worthy of 
being put on the Inventory of His¬ 
toric Resources, but to be consid¬ 
ered it must be 50 years or older. 

One option is to serve notice 
of intention to designate it a Munic¬ 
ipal Historical Resource, which 
would not allow any alteration for 
120 days and could allow time to 
have further 

dialogue with the owner. 

That would be a start for 
(Sordon Harper and other members 
of SaveBM063, who began a social 
media push after the demolition 
permit was issued June 15. 

“There are a range of possibilities 
we’d be happy with,” he said. “Real¬ 


ly, I think an 5 fthing that doesn’t 
involve the tearing down of the 
building is a positive.”

Plea for aid in ‘worst 
humanitarian disaster’ 

O Thousands of Somali families are fleeing their drought-stricken home 
country O But refugee camps are full, lack adequate food and shelter

The Kenyan camp, 
Dadaab, is overflowing with 
tens of thousands of newly 
arrived refugees forced into 
the camp by the parched 
landscape in the region 
where Somalia, Ethiopia 
and Kenya meet. The World 
Food Program estimates 
that 10 million people al¬ 
ready need humanitarian 
aid. The UN Children’s 
Fund estimates that more 
than 2 million children are

malnourished and in need 
of lifesaving action. 

Antonio Guterres, the 
head of UNHCR who visited 
Dadaab yesterday, appealed 
to the world to supply the 
“massive support” needed 
by thousands of refugees 
showing up at this camp 
eveiy week. More than 
380,000 refugees now live 
there. 

In Dadaab, Guterres 
spoke with a Somali moth¬ 
er who lost three of her 
children during a 35-day 
walk to reach the camp. 
Guterres said Dadaab holds 
“the poorest of the poor 
and the most vulnerable of 
the vulnerable.”

Worker bees’ labour needs to 
be quantified, biologist says 


They toil from the day 
they’re born till the day 
they die — without pension 
plans, overtime pay or col¬ 
lective bargaining rights — 
to produce 87 per cent of 
North America’s food. 

Now Concordia Univer¬ 
sity biologist Melanie Mc- 
Cavour wants recognition 
of the economic value of 
work done by bees and 
other crop-pollinating crea¬ 
tures. 

Estimates of the value of 
global annual agricultural 
production provided by nat¬ 
ural crop-pollinators are in 
the neighbourhood of $250 
billion. Assigning a mone¬ 
tary value to pollination is 
the first step in establishing 
a protocol for protecting 
pollinators. The logic goes 
that if people realize the 


labour value of worker 
bees, bats, birds, beetles and 
butterflies, policy-makers 
will develop better environ¬ 
mental and agricultural 
policies. 

Any alternative to natu¬ 
ral pollinators — such as 
having untold numbers of 
humans manually spread 
pollen with paintbrushes 
and Q:tips — would be eco¬ 
nomically unfeasible, not to 
mention physically implau¬ 
sible. 

“We’re asking for a study 
to determine the exact dol¬ 
lar amount of these pollina¬ 
tors to our economy,” said 
McCavour, who presented 
the issue to the North 
American Commission for 
Environmental Co-opera¬ 
tion last month in Mon¬ 
treal. With a decline in bee 


populations, McCavour 
called for major changes in 
agriculture practices. 

“We are overworking the 
(honey) bees so badly,” Mc¬ 
Cavour said. “They’re out 
on the road from Februaiy 
until the fall.” 

Pollination of the al¬ 
mond crop in the California 
agricultural belt uses virtu¬ 
ally eveiy available com¬ 
mercially owned honey bee 
in the United States - and 
McCavour says it's still not 
enough. 

She suggests a simple so¬ 
lution: designating strips of 
land within the plantations 
to diversify the crops would 
attract wild pollinators to 
the area and reduce the 
honey bees' workload, she 
says.

OF HISTORY 

You may not realize that we 
have a proud histoiy of tear¬ 
ing down architecturally in¬ 
teresting and/or historic 
buildings. 

In 1961, there were a num¬ 
ber of historic buildings facing Winston 
Churchill Square. But in short order we 
managed to rid ourselves of the Market 
Building, the post office, the courthouse 
and the Civic Block. If we had kept just 
the post office and the courthouse we 
would have a really interesting centre to 
our city as opposed to the arid wasteland we have now. 

If you want to know what we lost, take a look at the pic¬ 
ture of the post office on the clock outside the Westin. 

There’s nothing we can do to change the past, but if 
you want to keep the city from making another such 
mistake, you can. The for¬ 
mer Bank of Montreal at 
Jasper and 101 Street is 
slated for demolition. Giv¬ 
en the fact that it has been 
vacant for a few years, the 
image of this building may 
not come immediately to 
mind. 

However, even a picture 
of it shows a building 
worth saving. When it was 
built in 1963, at 10 storeys, 
it was the tallest building 
in Edmonton. And as was 
worthy of a bank, the exte¬ 
rior was both grand and ex¬ 
pensive. Instead of the 
curtain wall that is part of 
most modern buildings, it 
was clad in pink and black 
Morton Gneiss stone and 
glazed, teal brick. Even the 
brick back of the building 
is worth looking at. 

Its current owner, GE 
Capital Real Estate, plans to 
tear the building down and 
replace it with a low-rise 
structure and a parkade. 
This flies in the face of the 
city’s Jasper Avenue Main 
Street Commercial Zone, 
which is supposed to be 
about the retrofitting and 
preservation of historical and older buildings. Yet anoth¬ 
er parkade would also encourage more cars in the down¬ 
town, which is hardly what we need. 

You might not consider a 48-year-old building 
historic, but we are a young city and if we save this 
building, future generations will be able to look at a 
piece of architecture that speaks to a moment in 
Edmonton’s history.

If you agree 
with what it says there, you can make your voice heard 
by sending an email to your city councillor. 

The sooner the better.

Fantasy has become popu¬ 
lar an 5 Avay, but the draw¬ 
back with Tolkien and C.S. 
Lewis is that they take 
themselves too seriously. 
The fate of the universe is 
always at stake. J.K. Rowling 
took fantasy and inserted 
humour. She’s also very 
good at creating characters. 
Her characters are not the 
cardboard characters you 
usually get in fantasy. 

But why do people relate to 
Harry Potter? 

He’s literally a Cinderella 
story, and he taps into the 
idea that anyone can be the 
most important person in 
the universe. He’s also 
moral compass of sorts: he’s 
loyal and he knows what’s 
right and wrong. And like 
all fantasy, the Harry Potter 
books put readers into a po¬ 
sition where they can 
change the world. Also, 
Rowling doesn’t get enough 
credit for being a decent 
writer. A t 5 q)ical fantasy 
writer invents three-four 
different languages and has 
20-page explanations for 
everything. In Harry Potter 
readers learn how things 
work because Harry himself 
is learning.

For Nate Appleman, a 
great salad is about creat¬ 
ing balance. “That balance 
changes throughout the 
year and usually depends 
on what is in season and 
the weather outside,” said 
Appleman, a star of Food

Chef and chef for Chipotle 
Mexican Grill. 

His inspiration starts 
when shopping. “1 pick 
one central ingredient and 
build from there, keeping 
in mind a balance of crisp, 
sweet, salty, and sour,” he 
said.

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It’s July already; Do you have a job? 

O Youth-focused centres help unemployed battle the summer job blues O Plenty of opportunities there for the taking 


School’s out, summer’s 
here and the living should 
be easy. But for some young 
people there’s a perplexing 
reality that gnaws at the pit 
of their stomachs — they’re 
jobless, and it’s already July 

Laura McEwan is one of 
those desperately seeking 
summer emplo 3 mient. 

The 17-year-old has been 
hunting for over a month 
but has been turned away 
by employers who say 
they’ve already completed 
their summer hiring or 
have an abundance of more 
experienced applicants. 

“It’s really finistrating 
not knowing where to go 
from here and to keep try¬ 
ing to stay positive,” said 
McEwan. 

The warmer months can 
come to resemble a ticking 
time bomb for those who 
haven’t been able to lock 
down a summer gig. The 
latest youth emplo 3 mient 
numbers don’t offer much 
solace — despite the overall 
unemplo 3 mient rate falhng 
to its lowest level in May, 
the jobless rate for those 
aged 15 to 24 was 13.9 per 
cent. 

Nonetheless, a few 
youth-centric organizations 
are tiying to ease the job 
anxiety. 

Youth Emplo 3 mient Serv¬ 
ices is where McEwan 
sought help. The Toronto- 
based non-profit offers job 
counselling, training and 
work placement opportuni¬ 
ties as well as a special sum¬ 
mer job service. 

The organization’s key 
pointer when it comes to 
summer emplo 3 mient? 
Start early. 

“A young person has to 
be veiy dedicated. They 
should be looking for their 
job back in May. A lot of 
people don’t think of doing 
that,” said president Nancy 
Schaefer. 

“The common complaint 
is ‘where’s the job?”’ 

Schaefer explained that 
many youth who use em- 
plo 3 mient assistance servic¬ 
es quickly learn just how 
proactive they need to be 
when it comes to the job 
hunt. Many employers ad¬ 
vertise well before April 
and there are even those 
that recruit in late fall. 

But for those late 
bloomers still hoping for 
work this summer, Schae¬ 


fer offers some encourage¬ 
ment. 

“We would never tell a 
young person that it’s hope¬ 


less,” she said, adding that 
those who aren’t picky can 
t 5 ?pically find some sort of 
short-term seasonal work if 


they look hard enough. 

For those with a certain 
amount of drive, the organ¬ 
ization even helps young 


entrepreneurs start their 
own summer business. 

“Young people don’t 
know that there are servic¬ 


es available in their com¬ 
munities,” said Schaefer. 

“If they’ve taken that 
step to reach out and get 
help, then we reward 
them.” 

Calgaiy’s Youth Employ¬ 
ment Centre offers similar 
services and has already 
dealt with many lamenting 
a lack of desirable employ¬ 
ment — a complaint that’s 
countered with the argu¬ 
ment that “any job is a good 
job.” 

“It gives you skills, trans¬ 
ferable skills that you can 
use in any workplace,” said 
Leita Blasetti, the centre’s 
community relations liai¬ 
son, who adds that youth 
could enrich their experi¬ 
ence by volunteering or tak¬ 
ing on extra responsibility. 

“Make the most of it, get 
a good reference and a good 
experience out of it.” While 
helping youth target their 
resumes and polish their in¬ 
terview style, the centre al¬ 
so reminds young people 
that jobs outside their tar¬ 
get area could end up being 
a great experience. 

“They may not get the 
ideal job,” said Blasetti. “But 
that’s why you have sum¬ 
mer jobs, so you can tiy 
something out.”

If all else fails... 


► If a young person just isn't 
able to land a job this sum¬ 
mer; the University of British 
Columbia's Career Services 
office has some advice. 

► “Create great professional 
stories” said John Horn, the 
centre's associate director of 
career development. 

^ Whether it's a volunteer ex¬ 
perience, or a travel oppoi^ 
tunity, Horn advises 
developing a collection of 
narratives that help build 
credibility as a well-rounded 
professional. 

^ Those stories can find a 
place on a resume or in a 
job interview and could 
help rank one applicant 
higher than another; 

^ “Going out and trying 
things is really important ” 
said Horn. “Just because 
you're doing something 
that's not directly related to 
your degree doesn't mean 
you can't still build that pro¬ 
fessional story throughout 
the summer^'
